As a result of the unusually light 
Michigan oat crop this year, the lowest 
since 1907, sccording to U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture estimates, many 


. farmers-of the State are questioning-the 
value of oats asacrop. The yield this 
year in Micnigan’ is- reported as 24.3 
bushels per ‘acre. During only two 
other years of the last fifty has the crop 
been reported this low in the State, and 
the average is far above this year’s yield.

In this they are backed 
up by a report of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, made after an in- 
vestigation of all privately owned 
cars, to the effect that ‘there were no 
unfair practices and that a radical 
change would adversely affect both 
shippers and the publte. 

While not opposing, In principle, 
railroad ownership of refrigerator 
cars, the “packers maintain that there 
are not enough. of these. cars to go 
around and that the legislation in
